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Local Sites 
Included In 
Mrports Plan 

Planning Commission 
Maps Progrma for 
Future Aviation Need 

Four local sites are included in 
an outline for a unified system 
of 44 airports for the Philadel- 
piha-Camden metropolitan area 
that has been drafted by the Phil- 
adelphia City Planning Commit- 
tee. 

One of the sites is in the Ard- 
r.-.ore area, one in Bala-Cynwyd, 
one in West Conshohocken and an- 
other in Haverford Township. A 
spokesman for the Planning Com- 
mission said this week that the 
sites are general areas, and that 
no exact boundaries have been de- 
cided upon. 

The Commission believes such a 
system of auxiliary airports will 
be required to meet the area's 
aviation needs by 1955. To devel- 
op and operate it, the Commission 
recommends the ci-eation of a 
Metropolitan Aviation Authority 
which would pool the aviation ef- 
forts of five counties in Pennsyl- 
vania and three in New Jersey. 

The program, the most com- 
prehensive study yet made of the 
aviation nei-ds of Philadelphia and 
suburban areas, has been approv- 
ed by the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration, a preliminary to any 
grant of Federal funds for devel- 
opment of the system. 

The program places emphasis 
on the development of email air- 
ports for private flying to give 
the area a total of 35 serving an 
estimated 3,500 personal plane 
owners.

Know Your 
State 

Education has always been the' most 
important single concern of Pennsyl- 
vania's State and local governments. 

In the 1944-45 school year, accord- 
ing to the reports of the Department 
of Public Instruction, 1,539,680 pupils 
were enrolled in Pennsylvania's public 
schools, including 564,584 in high 
schools, 939,376 in elementary schools, 
and 35,720 in kindergartens. Through- 
out the Commonwealth 59,699 teach- 
ers, supervisors and principals were 
employed to instruct these children in 
9,301 schools. The total yearly ex- 
penditure to operate and improve this 
great educational plant was $227,032,- 
725. 

The Legislature of the State appro- 
priated $62,500,000 to assist the school 
districts in the payment of salaries for 
teachers and supervisors, and for the 
transportation of school children, vo- 
cational training, and the instruction 
of home-bound children. The State 
also contributed its matching share 
of payments to the teachers Retirement 
Fund, supported the operation of 14 
State Teachers' Colleges, and made 
appropriations for buildings and main- 
tenance of the Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege, and to the funds of other insti- 
tutions of higher learning. 

State and local costs of education 
in Pennsylvania on the basis of the 
average daily attendance amounted to 
$162,46 for each school pupil.
